More than a billion dollars for na- 
tional defense In the fiscal year 
beginning July 1 wag made avail- 
able today with the signing 
by 


President Roosevelt of the $52C,- 
546.532 navy supply bill. 


A $572,446,844 measure for the 
war department already had been 
signed into law. Both are record 
peace time appropriations for the 
military services . 


The navy bill provides for an 
Increase In enlisted strength from 
93,500 as at present to 100,000, or 
within 10,000 of treaty limits. 


It also carries funds for 333 
new planes, 12 destroyers and six 
submarines. 
It 
authorizes two 
new battleships if any other treaty 
power starts similar construction 
and increases the size and facili- 
ties- of the marine corps. 


The army act provided funds 
to raise the enlisted strength from 
147,000 to 165,000 men. to be re- 
cruited at the rate of 1,500 a 
month; 565 more airplanes, and 
$8,500,000 for improvements to sea 
coast defenses on the west coast 
and around Hawaii and the Pan- 
ama canal.

totally unexpected heart attack 


followed by a cerebral hemmor- 
rhage, brought death at 12:15 a. 
m., E. S. T. today to the Ten- 
nessee farm boy who rose to wield 
the speaker's gavel during a period 
in which much history was made. 
He would have been 67 years old 
next July 20. 
The passing of this tall 
and 
rangy pillar of his party in the 
turbulent hours of hard fighting 
between the new deal and its foes 
plunged the legislative situation 
into further uncertainty.

until the hour he was sricken, 
Byrns had laboved at a tremen- 
dous pace to pass the program 
through congress swiftly so the 
session could end on Saturday if 
possible.

The shaggy-browed leader, who,

Joe Cannon and .Nicholas Long- 
worth. 
' 
When on January 3, 1935, he 


stepped into the speakership from 
the majority leadership to which 
he had been raised by the demo- 
cratic victory of 1932, there lay 
behind him a long record of ser- 
vice on the house appropriations 
committee, 
He had been chairman of the 


sub-committee whose duty it was 
to push through the chamber the 
huge appropriations during 
the 


world war. Besides being a skilled 
parliamentarian, 
he had 
spent 


years studying the dull but vital 
figures that tell the fiscal itory 
of the government. 
Easily Fitted Into Bole. 
As the ranking minority mem- 


ber of the committee when the 
republicans regained power after 
the war, he worked equally as 
hard. He became chairman again 
when the democrats organized the 
house during the latter part of 
President Hoover's administration. 
In his 
personal 
appearance 


Byrns easily fitted into the role 
of speaker. He was almost 6 feet, 
two 
inches tall, shaggy-browed 


and rugged of countenance. 
His 


eyes were friendly and his south- 
ern voice soft and rolling. 
His 


even baritone was said often to 
have 
calmed 
tempesti 
which 


swirled about his office. 
Many political foes weer listed 


among his personal 
friends in 


the capital. Back home too, most 
of the folk in the seven counties 
that made up his fifth 
district 


must have been satisfied, for none 
opposed him when- he ran for con- 
gress. 
Byrns apparently had no desire 


to enter politics in the early days 
of his law career at Nashville. 
However, friends urged him to run 
for the state legislature in 1895 
and four years later he 
was 


speaker of the house. He wai elec- 
ted to the state senate in 1900. 


Born on Farm. 
By then he had left long years 


of hard work behind him. Born 
on a farm near Cedar Hill in Nor- 
thern Tennessee July 20, 1869, he 
was the eldest of six children. The 
little red schoolhouse gave him 
his first education. 
The family later moved to Nash- 


ville where Byrns went to high 
school and entered 
Vanderbilt 


university. 
During vacations he 


worked in the tobacco fields, but 
in 1890 he became a member of 
the bar. 
It was while he was speaker of 


the Tennessee house that he mar- 
ried Miss Julia 
Woodward 
of 


Nashville. They had one son, Jo- 
seph W., Jr. 
Byrns became ill in 1930 shortly 
after laying campaign 
plans to 


capture his party's nomination for 
United States senator. The illness' 
forced him to quit, but he later 
won renomination for the house 
from his old "Hermitage1 district," 
which took its name 
from 
the 


homestead of Andrew Jackson. He 
was re-elected and, remanied in 
the house until his death. 


Long House Member. 
Power ns speaker of the nation- 
al house of representatives, came 
to Joseph W. Byrns when the 74th 
congress convened January 3, 1935. 
Back of him was a full quartet- 
century as a member of the house 
from the "Hermitage district" of 
Tennessee, a tenure which saw 
him go through a dozen success- 
ful political campaigns and which 
brought him chairmanship of the 
house 
appropriations 
committee, 
leadership of the democratic ma- 
jority and head of the democratic 
congressional campaign 
commit- 


tee."Uncle Joe" to his constituents, 
he was a shrewd politician, a mas- 
terful parliamentary strategist and 
a fair-minded chairman and pre- 
siding- officer whose personal qual- 
ities won praise from political op- 
ponents. 
He was a lawyer by profession, 


an avid reader of history, biogra- 
phy and detective stories and u 
ffsherman whenever a let-up In 
his work allowed him to indulge 
in that pastime. He liked to trav- 
el by airplane. 


Marked By Barber's Joke. 
Close to 6 feet, 2 inches tall, he 
was rangy and soft-voiced. Rug- 
ged features were accentuated by 
beetling, shaggy eyebrows that lent 
themselves to caricature. The eye- 
brows were the result of a practi- 
cal joke played on Byrns in his 
youth when he went to sleep in a 
barber's chair after asking for "a 
clean shave." 
The razor wielder 


carried out the request to the let- 
ter. The eyebrows grew out bushy 
and, as Byrns' son said in later 
years, "marked him for life." 
Byrns' service on the pivotal 


appropriations committee 
began 
early in his congressional career 
which started in March, 1909. By 
the time that the election of Wood 
row Wilson brought 
his party 
control of the national govern- 
ment, Byrns was near the top of 
the democratic membership of the ; 
committee and In the world war j 
he was chairman of the sub-corn- I 
mittce which guided the huge war 
appropriations through the house. 


Byrns was made chairman of 
the national democratic congres- 
sional campaign in 1929 and it 
was a matter of pride to him that 
it was under his leadership that 
his party regained control of the 
house.

Wallace Would 
Reduce Benefits 


Large Producers 


WASHINGTON, June 
S.— 


The senate agriculture committee 
today approved an amendment to 
the soil conservation act to re- 
strict large- benefit payments. 
The committee authorized a sub- 
committee to report the amend- 
ment to the senate floor after he- 
ceipts of a letter from Secretary 
Wallace 
recommending 
restrict- 


ions on lease benefit payments. 
Wallace's suggestion was similar 
to a recommendation yesterday by 
President Roosevelt. 


The amendment was included by 


ihe subcommittee In a bill by Sen- 
ator Hatch (0-NM) to extend t«e 
soil conservation act to the public 
domain. It would make possible 
benefit payments for soil conser- 
vation agreements in connection 
with grazing of sheep and cattle 
on the public domain. 


The graduated rate of benefit 
payments approved by the sub- 
committee would reduce benefits 
by 1 per cent on payments from 
$2.000 to $3,000; decreasing an ad- 
ditional 1 per cent for each $1,000 
up to $51,000 with a 50 per cent 
cut in payments above that. 
Wallace's recommendation, madn 


In a letter to Chairman Smith (D- 
SC) was In line with President 
Roosevelt's message yesterday to 
Senator O'Mahoney (D-Wyo.) sug- 
gesting legislation to restrict large 
payments. 


Senator Hatch (D-NM) Imme- 


diately summoned a subcommittee 
to consider the Wallace suggest- 
ions. 


Wallace specifically recommend- 
ed that Benefit payments over $2,- 
000 be reduced 1 per cent, those 
over $3,000 be reduced 2 per cent, 
and those above that point be re- 
duced 1 per cent for every individ- 
ual $1,000 up to $51,000. At that

(Continued From Pag* One) 
said he told Eakridge he didn't plan 
to file a complaint in connection 
with carrying pistols since the min- 
ister had promised not to do it 
again. Neff said O'Reilly approved 
that decision. 


A raid on the Silver Slipper, a 


reputed night plactj near Orange, 
in which E»kridg-e awertedly help- 
ed two Texas Rangers was project- 
ed into the case by the defense. 
The state countered with testi- 
mony from Neff that O'Reilly had 
no jurisdiction in the locality In 
which the place was located. 
Heard Threat Made. 
Frank Carpenter, court house 


yardman at Orange, testified that 
he saw O'Reilly and Eskridge go 
intp Neff's office and later saw Esk- 
ridge come out of the office. 


"I heard him »ay 'they got my 
guns away from me but this Is not 
the end of it'," Carpenter testified. 


The witness said he later told 
Sheriff Pate Brown of what he 
heard Eskridge say and "told the 
sheriff to tell Ed O'Reilly to be on 
his guard because Eskridga was 
mad and (might kill him." 


Eskridge whispered to his attor- 


neys frequently. Once he borrowed 
a pencil from a reporter and scrib- 
bled a note and handed It back to 
his wife who occupied a seat sever- 
al ^eet behind him. 


HOUSTON, June 4.—(*)—Testi- 
mony that.. Police Chief Ed O'- 
Reilly of Orange took a pistol from 
the Rev Edgar Eskridge the day 
before the officer was shot to death 
was heard today at the opening of 
the crusading Baptist minister's 
trial for murder. 


A. Minchew, Orange radio repair 
man, sal* he saw O'Reilly and Esk- 
ridge sitting.in the minister's auto- 
mobile in front of his (Minchew's) 
shop and that the police chief took 
a pistol from the preacher. 


Taking of testimony was delayed 


because of a defense objection to 
an arraignment. C. C. Collins chief 
of the defense, contended the de- 
fendant was , arraigned at Orange 
laat June and that it was not neces- 
sary. 


At request of District Attorney 


Hollis Kinard the arraignment wa» 
made but while the jury was dis- 
missed. 


Eakridge entered a ploa of Inno- 
cence. 


W. L. Blanchard, mayor of Or- 
ange at the time of the slaying, 
May 29, 1935, was the first wit- 
ness. 
The state asked him one 


question—whether he 
knew 
O'- 
Reilly and the defendant. 


In cross examination, Collins at- 


tempted to bring out that there 
had been bad blood between O'- 
Reilly and th« 
preacher. 
This 


brought sharp state objections. 
"Do you not know," asked Col- 


lins, "that the defendant had open- 
ed warfare against peace officers in 
Orange and Orange county, Includ- 
ing O'Reilly, for failure to en- 
force the law?" 


Defense Win* Billing. 
Tha witness, after the defense 
won a court ruling on'the question 
answered that he had known the 
preacher was a crusader. Bianch- 
ard said on further cros-examln- 
ation that Eskridge had- criticized 
peace officers from the pulpit and 
on the streets of Orange. 


Mirichew saia he was standing 


in his shop and that he noticed 
Eskridge and 
O'Rt-llly 
In 
the 


preachor's car In front of his shop. 


He said .they seemed to bo in 
earnest conversation 
and 
that" 


within a few 
minutes 
O'Reilly 


reached over to Eskridge's right 
hand side and took a pistol 
and 


placed it on the right hand side of 
the car. Minchew said that the 
officer then reached in the preach- 
er's inside coat pocket and took 
something.

The senate today gave tentative 
approval to provisions of the tax 
bill which would Increase suhtaxes 
on all Incomes in brackets beyond 
$6.000. 
Temporarily, however, the cham 


her skipped over the heart of the 
measure, embracing a new plan 
for taxing Incorporated industry. 
There was no record vote on 
increases in Income surtaxes, one 
of the major features of the tax bill. 


The boosts in incomes surtaxes 


were estimated to produce $50,000,- 
000. 


The chamber cleared the way 


for the major scraps over the bill 
by adopting, with some modifica- 
tions, an amendment imposing ex- 
cise and processing taxes of 3 tn 
4 1-2 cents per pound on imported 
fish and vegetable oils. 


Consideration of the measure 
lad been slowed down while Sena- 
tor Copeland (D-NY) fought un- 
successfully 
to 
exempt inedible 


whale oil from a tax of 3 cents 
per pound. 


The senate, agreed, however, to 


a proposal of Senator Frazier (R- 
ND) for a 2 cents per pound tax 
on perilla seed, but turned him 
down 
on 
an 
agreement under 


which fatty acids derived from 
linseed oil would have been tax- 
ed. 


The senate then began speeding- 


.hrough the sections supplemen- 
ary to the corporation tax fea- 
.ures, approving one committee 
amendment after another without 
objection. 


Among the changes thus tenta- 
tively accepted were: 


Tightening up existing law for 


application of penalty taxes against 
corporations "improperly" accumu- 
"ating surpluses. 


Eliminating drastic restrictions [ 


on tax credits which the house 
bill would have placed on holding 
company systems. 


Copeland charged that farm or-

Two other men were held today 
for questioning about the meet- 
ing.

So fast did the senate amend 
and expand the bill last night, 
that clerks could not immediately 
compute the exact total of funds 
it carries. But the sum was fig- 
ured roughly at more than $2,- 
428.000,000, of which the biggest 
Item is a $1.425,000,000 grant to 
President Roosevelt to carry on 
WPA and other relief activities 
next fiscal year. 
Fighting without hope of success

to the states, with the federal gov- 
ernment bearing 75 per cent of 
the cost.
